dressed, sleek, diamond decked financiers, 
who are furaishing the funds to keep the 
games established in the various portions of 
the city. It is only within the past six 
months that policy again found favor with 
the gambling element of St. Louis, and, dur- 
ing nearly all this period of time, the police 
have been leading ‘the operators 
what is termed a dog's life. 
But the efforts of the detectives and the biue- 
coats seem unavailing in this line. For some 
reason which the polfce do not understand 
the policy sharks have gained the upper- 
hand in the majority of the tribunals of jus- 
tice wherein they are tried, and no matter 
how bitter the prosecution may be the final 
Gisposition of their cases is tempered with 
the greatest mercy.

Another glaring case is that of Joseph 
Miller, arrested on March 2 by Officers Burke 
and Dewarat HKroadway and Franklin av- 
enue. On March 18 he was tried and dis- 
charged, and the officers claim that Prose- 
cutor Dierkes said thet he did not think Rob- 
ert Watson, the State's principal - witness, 
knew what he was talking about. 

And there is sti another similar one in the 
case of Julius Thias, arrested March 12 by 
Officers Burke and Maloney, Third District, 
at Twelfth and Linden streets, for selling 
lottery tickets. 

Julius Thias, who is a bartender at Wm. 
Vogel’s saloon at Twelfth end Linden 
streets, sold two Louisiana Lottery tickets to 
Wm. H. Witt. The Arrest followed and the 
officers and Witt were in court on March 21, 
when the case wastobetried. When it was 
called Mr. Dierkes asked the officers if they 
had any other witness besides Witt to sub- 
stantiate the latter’s statement. He was 
told that they had not, whereupon he said he 
would nolle pros the case as it was a ques- 
tion of veracity between the two men. The 
tickets were in evidence however. 

Aaron Black came up again on March 80. 
arrested at 405 Franklin avenue. The war- 
rant was refused, however, Mr. Estep not 
considering the evidence sufficient. 


IN THE SECOND DISTRICT. 

The Second District Police Court also fur- 
nishes a sample of how lottery and policy 
players and venders are studiously avoided. 
Judge Paxson has taken the stand that he 


bas no jurisdiction to try the ease, 
the State law and the city ordinance 
relating to policy being in conflict, so he 
claims. Several pretty good cases have been 
sent before him, yet he has failed to try 
them. It is strange that Judge Morris, who 
occuples the same positicn as Judge Paxson 
and who is considered one of the best posted 
Judges on the laws of this State, does not 
consider that policy or lottery cases are be- 
yond his jurisdiction. 


TOTAL COLLECTIONS, $25. 

The levity with which the prosecuting om - 
cersofthe courtsandthe Judges regard the 
defendants chaged with the veading of vol - 
icy or lottery tickets is not the only way in 
which the police are handicapped in their 


efforts to suppress the vice. The fines im- 
posed by Judge Claiborne in cases where 
penalty is inevitable are not always col- 
lected. Since Jan. 1, when the police 
began the war on these gamblers, the re- 
ceipts of the clerk in these 
amounted to something like $25. 

The instances in cases enumerated above, 
where fines were imposed, were finally dis- 
posed in the following fashion: Sam Harriot, 
two cases, poid costs in one; William Vowel, 
fined $1 and costs and paid the same; Julius 
Diel. fined $10 and costs and paidthe same; 
John A. Chandler was fined $10 and costs on 
Jan. 25, dut on Feb. 6fine was remitted on 
payment of costs; James Walker, fined 
$10 and costs on Jan.6, fivej remitted on 
payment of costs. 

John D. Sims, fined $10 and costs on Feb. 1. 
the police claim was dismissed on the pay- 
ment of $1 and costs, on a plea of gullty. 

John Ramos and Henry Harmon, both of 
whom were tried by jury and fined 8800 and 
$100 respectively, have given bond pending 
an appeal tothe Court of Appeals. 

On Feb. 12 William Colliers was fined $20 
and costs,and made a motion for a new trial. 
On March 9 this motion was overruled and 
execution stayed. 

Doc Smith, fined $10 and costs on Feb, 13, 
was let off on the payment of costs. Henry 
Randall, fined $i0 and costs on the same day, 
was let down easy on the payment of costs. 

John W. Gilbrath, fined $10 and costs on 
Feb. 19; fine was remitted on the payment of 
costs. 

On Feb, 28 William Morrison was fined 320 
and costs, and fine was remitted on payment 
of costs. 

With this record ofthe Court of Criminal 
Correction, and Judge Paxson’s refusal to 
try such cases, it is not to be wondered that 
the policy shops have seized upon the city 
and are running their shops bodily, laughing 
atthe police und aiding in mocking and 
scoffing at Poor, Blindfolded Justice. Mr. 
Estep refuses policy warrants because of the 
‘*expense’’ to the State and Judge Claiborne 
remits the fines.

DEAD BODIES. 


Woods in the Coke Region Strewn 
With Corpses. — 


Eight Dead Hungarians Found Near 


Dawson This Morning. 


SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN SHOT. BY 
DEPUTIES YESTERDAY. 


Orawled Into the Forest and There Died 
of Their Wounds—Exocitement at the 
Highest Pitch and Gravest Fears of 
Further Bloodshed—Riocters Arrested 
by the Scores—Mobs Moving To-Day— 
Rumor of Another Bloody Battle. 


| 

Ustontowsx, April 5.—The bodies of eight 
murdered Hungarians were found in a woods 
near Dawson to-day by some boys who were 
going across the fields to school. The men 
were found lying in different sections of the. 
woods and all had bullet holes through 
their bodies and were more or less beaten 
up. 

Where they come from or by whom they 
were killed is yet a question, and the discov- 
ery is the sensation of the day in the coke 
region. It is supposed these Hungarians 
were shot yesterday afternoon by deputies 
during an attack on the Bradford works and 
crawled out into the woods to die. ; 

In the confilct at these works there were 
volleys of shots fired, and one Hungarian 
was killed outright during the attack. The 
bodies found have been identified as mem- 
ders of tig mob, They were left lying in the 
woods, aid the authorities refuse to care 


Farm mines were overrun bya 
horde of strikers to-day, and the workmen 
driven f the grounds, despite the fact 
that deputies were on guard. The works 
were down, 

The mob of men who camped last night 
near Scottdale moved upto Mount Pleasant 
branch and proposed to force the men out at 
all the works from Dawson to Mount Pleas- 
ant, This included the Moyer plant, where 
a fight had been scheduled for the past few 
rr op with 150 deputies standing guard 

lere. 

The mob stopped at West Overton, near 
the Bessemer mines, and a half a dosen 
speeches were made. Near there they were 
met by Sheriff McCann and 100 armed depu- 
ties, who warned them not to trespass on 
the company’s grounds or interfere with the 
work of the men. 

All the roads leading to the Moorewood 
and Alice mines were guarded by deputies 
and the strikers could not reach them except 
by way of the Mount Pleasant road, on which 
the famous battle of 1891 wasfought and in 
which seven strikers were killed. The mob 
later is marching toward Mount Pleasant. 

With the discovery of the dead bodies of 
the eight Hungarian strikers in the woods 
near Dawson the fatalities of yesterday are 
increased to ten, with many more serionsiy 
wounded than was at frst known. The eight 
dead strikers found were undoubtedhy killed 
by the pursuing party after the Paddock 
murderers, and at least eleven in all have, or 
will, pay the highest penalty for that brutal 
crime without trial By jury. 

The arrest of President Davis of the district 
organization has had a more deterring and 
dampening effect upen the strikers than the 
sacritice of so many lives yesterday. 

Davis was landed in jail here at 9 o’clock, 
having been arrested at Scottdale last night 
on a Warrant charging complicity in the 
murder of Chief Engineer Paddoek. His ar- 
rival at the jail was cheered by the strikers. 
Davis was the ninety-fifth striker arrested 
for the Paddock murder. 

Davis was seen at the jall, and nad but 
little tosay ofthe affair. He said he was 
sorry for yesterday, but the foreign element 
could not be controlled. He feels certain 
that he cannot be connected with the killing 
of Paddock. He will ask for a habeas corpus 
hearing at once, and expects to be released 
on bail. In case he should be held any lengti 
of time he will resign, and a new President 
will be chosen. This part of the programme 
will be attended to at a delegate meeting 
called for Saturday at Scottdale. Meanwhile 
Davis says the strikers wiil continue to hold 
their ground, and at the Scottdale meeting it 
will be decided if the strike shall continue. 

The general feeling among the more intel- 
ligent strikers is that they cannot win 
against such sentiment stirred up against 
them by yesterday’s troubles, together with 
the unpropitious time for a strike. ‘The for- 
eign element, however, are nothing daunted 
and any further bloodshed will be caused by 
them. 

The region was quiet last night so far as 
rioting was concerned, but the spread of the 
day’s work at Davidson caused great excite- 
ment. At all the plants where work was be- 
ing attempted the strikers gathered in large 
oumbers. 

At Mount Braddock, the famous Hill Farm 
mines and Rainey’s Moyer works there were 
several hundred strikers gathered about 
waiting for an attempt to operate the 
plants. Deputies wereat all the plants, 
armed with winchesters. The operators 
have not decided to try to run these works, 
as they seem to realize that such an effort 
meant a pitched battle and more loss of life. 
They did not feel that they could successfully 
stand an attack from such an army of des- 
perate strikers.

Before United states Mommissioner Craw- 
ford, this morning, J. G. Wunite, a corn and 
feed dealer, dome business at Benton 
Station, was Ee om a charge of deal- 
ing in unstamped or um.

Toe officers believe the arrests made will 
be the means of breaking up a gang of smug- 
Klers who have been operating in a wholesale 
manner for some months past. It has been 
known that grrat quantities of the drug have 
been placed upon the market, of late, which 
had never passed through the hands of the 
Custom- house Officials. Crane and Hereley 
started to Investigate and found that the 
prepared opium, made from the raw article 
in Vancouver, was being passed across the 
border, They traced one shipment 
of sixty cans to Chicago and thence 
to St. Lonis. J. E. Wilhite was arrested in 
Chicago and ten five-tael tins of opium found 
in his possession. When questioned he gave 
the officers the information that his father, 
J. C. Wilhite of St. Louts had received the 
balance of the consignment, consisting’ of 
fifty cans.

-A courier just in 
from the locality of the Indian trouble re- 
ports the fighting between them and the 
whites stillin progress. The soldiers have 
been engaged, and at 6 o’clock Wednesday 
night fourteep soldiers and settlers had been 
killed, and at least twenty-eight of the In- 
dians were known to be Killed, 

The Indians are surrounded practically on 
the Wasluta River, but the bushwhacking 
continues. Each party is shooting at every 
opportunity. 

The Sheriffs of 6.“ and H.“ counties 
have organized and gone to the assistante 
ot tho settlers. All the soldiers from Fort 
Reno are now in the fleld, except three 
troops of cavalry. 

The courier came from the Sheriff of 6 
Couaty, who sent for ammunition and assist- 
ance. His brother here hastily organizeda 
party and left this noon for the battis 
ground. 

The continuedfighting has great iy alarmed 
the people, and the most intense excitement 
prevalls. Parties are hastily organizing and 
going tothe fight, and much alarm is ex- 
pressed at the number of soldiers who have 
been killed. 

The Indians engaged are not of the band of 
Whirlwind, as at first believed, but are fol- 
lowers of Red Moon. The location of the 
fight ison the Washita River, about 115 miles 
west of Eleno. 

The Indians are all armed with Winches- 
ters and have plenty of ammunition. The 
Indians from other parts of the reservation 
have hastened to Red Moon in his troubles 
and he now has ua band of about 150 bucks in 
the fighting crowd that is moving up th 
Washita River.

The responsibility then 
rested with the Council, The charter simply 
rovides that the Council shall either sanc- 
on the act ofthe Mayor, upon a trial of the 
char in removing the officer, or dismiss 
the charges. The ordinances provide 
that the Council shall appoint a committee 
to investigate and report whether the 
charges are well founded. There is no war- 
rant In the charter for the appointment of 
such a committee; but inasmuch asthe or- 
dinances provide for such an appointment, 
it is the imperative duty of the committee to 
report the charges ‘well foundea,’ decause 
the charter requires the Council to hear the 
evidenve against and for the officer. 

„„The Constitution of the State provides 
that the General Assembly ‘shall provide for 
the removal from office of city officials for 
willful, corrupt or fraudulent violation or 
Neglect of oMcialduty,’ and the Municipal 
Assembly has defined what this means. Sec. 
1,093 of the revised ordinances provides that 

Any officer of the city who shall refuse or will- 
fuily fail or neglect to perform any duty enjoined 
upon him by law or ordinaneée, or shall in the dis- 
charge of his official duties be guilty of any fraud, 
@xtortion or oppressies. favoritism, partiality or 
willful wrong or injustice, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and shall be removed from office. 


The only thing for the Council to deter- 
mine is Mr. Pocock’s offictal record, and Mr.

BOMB EXPLODED. 


Several Persons Injured and a Building

PARIS, April 5.—In view of the explosion of 
the bomb in the restaurant Foyot, near the 
Senate Chamber, last night, the opinion is 
generally expressed that the police are prac- 
tically powerless to prevent such affairs.

Several persons have been arrested upon 
suspicion of having been connected with 
the outrage, butit is Known that the police 
have no clue to the identity of the 
criminal. It is now said that there 
were only three persons dining in 
the restaurant at the time the bomb was ex- 
ploded. Ihe buflding was completely 
wrecked and the damage done to adjoining

FAIR WARNING. 


The machine politicians who are acting 
on the theory that the Missouri Demo- 
crats can be led around by the nose 
declare that there is no significance 
in the results of the municipal elections in 
the State. They attempt to belittle Re- 
publican gains and Republican successes 
and ascribe them to local causes and petty 
dissatisfaction with the distribution of the 
patronage. 

These gentlemen declare that the munic- 
ipal elections are not fair indications of 
political sentiment, and that the changes 
in majorities are not sufficient to show 
a general disaffection of Democrats. 
It is true that the results of municipal 
elections are not conclusive and that 
majorities in off years 
sometimes have no meaning. But 
the changes are mostly one 
way and the general drift shows disaffec- 
tion against one party only, municipal 
elections may have serious significance for 
the leaders of that party. 

In a general average local 
candidates should show 
Same advantages and disadvantages 
for one party as for the other. 
Petty dissatisfaction with patronage dis- 
tribution will not account for a general 
disaffection towards local candidates 
who have nothing to do with na- 
tional politics or with the patronage. 
The returns of the local elections, showing 
Republican gainsin general and Repub- 
lican successes at critical points, where 
partisan contests were hotly waged, do 
not admit of such flimsy explanations. 

The municipal elections emphasize the 
fact already recognized by wise Democrats 
that the Democratic party of Missouri is 
confronted by a perilous situation. 
They supply evidence additional to that 
which has been brought out that there 
is intense indignation at the course of the 
Democratic Administration and wide- 
spread disaffection among the voters.

A NEGLECTED RULE. 

THE WORLD quotes these words from 
the writings of Jefferson and addresses 
them to Attorney General Olney: 

When I first entered on the stage of public 
life I came toa resolution never to engage, 
while in public office, in any kind of enter- 
prise forthe improvement of my fortune, I 
have never departed from it in a single in- 
stance, and I have, in maltiplied instances. 
found myself happy in being able to decide 
and act as a publicservant, clear of An in- 
terest, in the multiform questions that have 
arisen, wherein I have seen others em- 
barrassedand biased by having got them- 
selves in a more laterested situation. 


Had this salutary rule been followed by 
succeeding statesmen there would have 
been comparatively little corruption in 
politics. Men holding offices of public 
trust are sure to halt and falter when their 
interest cannot be made to harmonize with 
their duty to their country. 

But in Jefferson’s time men might en- 
gage in many private enterprises for the 
improvement of their fortune without 
bringing themselves into conflict with 
their conscience. Business was then almost 
wholly a private matter, not depending in 
any way upon public policy, and it was in 
most cases an easy matter to keep the two 
separate. Conditions are very different now. 
Since the advent of the „ few 
businesses are undertaken without some 
sort of a public charter granted by the 
Legislature or under laws enacted for the 
purpose of promoting private fortunes. 
Besides, the protective tariff, imposed at 
first for patriotic purposes, though founded 
upon an economic fallacy, was seized upon 
by an interested few who have not sor upled 
to work the Government for all it is 
worth.’’

CORPORATION INSOLENCE. 


In declining to be interviewed on the 
subject of the Pacific railroads Collis P. 
Huntington gave to a reporter =" defini- 


tion of a railroad: : 

Now, what is aßrallroad? Why, it Is 
simply a huge machine whereby capital can 
be used in the millions. It is simply concen- 
trated capital. Moreover, a railroad is a 
private affair, and nobody’s business but the 
men who own it. The pudlie don’t care to 
hear anything about a rallroad. If John 
Jones had a little business of his own, do the 
people care what John Jones does with that 
business? No, sir. The railroad isn’t any 
Business of the public. 

This is not a new view of a railroad. It 
is an old view, which has been maintained 
for years by greedy monopolists and un- 
scrupulous adventurers who have sought 
to make railroads huge capitalistic ma- 
chines for grinding the faces of the people 
and private affairs,’’ to be rum without. 
regard to public rights. The view was 
ably summed up by that distinguished 
jurist, fudge Jeremiah Black, when in a 
speech on Railroad Monopoly’’ he said: 

They (the corporations) assert that the 
management of the railroads being a mere 
speculation of their own, these thorough. 
fares ot trade and travel must de run for 
their interest without regard to pudlic right. 
Ifthey take advantage of their power to 
oppress the labor and overtax the land of the 
State; if they crush the industry of one man 
or place to build up the prosperity of an- 
other; if they plunder the rich by extortion, 
or deepen the distress of the poor by dis- 
criminating agajnst them, they justify them 
selves by showing that all this was in the way 
of business; that their interests required them 
to do it; that ifthey had done otherwise their 
fortunes would not Rave deen so great as 
they are; thatit wasthe pradent, proper and 
successful method of managing their own 
affairs. * * Their protests against legis- 
lative intervention to protect the public al- 
ways take this shape with more or less dis- 
tinctness of outline. In whatever language 
they clothe their argument, it isthe same in 
substance as that with which Demetrius, the 
silversmith, defended the sanctity of the 
temple for which he made shrinas: Sire, ye 
know that by this craft we have our 
wealth. 

The same eminent authority clearly ex- 


8 
pounded the principle that the rail- 
roads belong to the people and may be 


regulated and controlled by them and for 


their interests. The proprietary right re- 
mainsin the State and is held in trust for 
the use of the people. The managers and 
so-called owners are public agents without 
the slightest proprietary right or title to 
the railroads themselves. He thus states 
the principle as laid down by the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania: It was there de- 
termined that araifroad built by authority 
of the State for the general Durposes of 
commerce is a public highway and in no 
sense private property—that a corporation 
authorized to run it is a servantof the 
State, as much as an officer legally ap- 
pointed to do any other public duty, as 
strictly confined by the laws, and as liable 
to be removed for transgressing them.’’ 
The reason that railroads are what Hunt- 
ington says they are and are not what they 
ought to be is because legislatures and 
courts have been corrupted by the wealth 
wrung from the people by railroad plun- 
derers and the people have patiently sub- 
mitted to usurpation and wrong. A rail- 
road isa business of the people and it is 
only because this business has been neg- 
lected that unscrupulous manipulators 
like Huntington have presumed to abuse 
their privileges by running railroads as 
plunder ‘‘machines’’ and private af- 
tairs. Huntington’s boldness in flaunt-

MILK INSPECTION BILL 


Will Probably Be Reported to the House 
To-Morrow Night—City Hall News. 
The Committee on Sanitary Affairs of the 
House of Delegates met again this afternoon 
to hear arguments pro and con on the milk 
and dairy inspsction bill, which has passed 

the City Council. 

The Chairman of the committee, Mr. James 
E. Hagerty, inspeaking of the measure to- 
day..seid: ‘‘l consider it a bad bill. This 
whole matter was gone over in the House of 


Delegates six years ago, and there is noth - 
ing new in the arguments presented now. I 
do not think the people of St. Louls want 
skimmed milk they can get the 
pure article. It is not wholesome, and there 
is no use arguing that it is. 

This, bill is in the interest of the combined 
dairymen, who want to squeeze out the 
smaller ones and have a monopoly of the 
business in St. Louis. They will buy up 
their routes now and after awhile refuse to 
take their milk—bringing it mostly from the 
large dairies in Iilinols. 

At present 1 don’t think I will vote 
for it. 

Mr. Henry Alt, another member or the 
ö mittee, who was in the House when the 

ormer bills were discussed and expressed 
himself as as“ pure“ milk man, seems to have 
been converted. He said this morning: 

**I talked this milk question over with my 
doctor last nightand he said skimmed milk 
would not kill Dabies. It would not make 
them fat, he said, but it wouldn’t kill them. 
Ithink wr. Sullivan’s views as expressed to 
the committee wert exaggerated. He said he 
knew of a case where skimmed milik had 
turned toclabberin a baby’s stomach. If 
that were the case the milk must have been 
sour when the baby drankit. It looks to me 
like Steber and Cabanne are making a fight

the bill at this session.’’ 

The committee will probably report it to 
the House to-morrow night. 


Rumors of a Suit. 

It was rumored at the Cit¥ Hall this morn- 
ing that John O' Leary, the coal contractor, 
who is the city’s creditor to the extent of 
$3,000 or more for fuel furnished, would in- 


stitute mandamus proceedings to-da to 
compel the auditing and payment of his 
vouchers. 

Mr. O’Leary’s bills are among those held 
up by the President of the Board of Public 
Improvements because they are signed by 
Bullaing Commissioner Reid. There is now 
about $25,000 due on pay-rolls and vouchers, 
which will revert to the general funds of the 
city on April 9 unless payments.are forced in 
some manner by the courts. 

The dimculty with those who are deprived 
oftheir money seems to be that none of them 
care to risk the expense attending proceed- 
ings in the court. 


Examination for City Institutions. 


About thirty applicants for positions as as- 
sistant physicians in the city institutions 
had their examination in the cham. 
ber ef the House of Delegates last 


night, The Examining Committee consisted 
of Dr. Robinson and Dr. Forster of the 
Board of Health, and all questiong were sub- 
mitted in writing.

The result of the examination will be sub- 
‘mitted to the Board of Health as soon as the 
committee has examined all the papers and 
estimated all the percentages.

EACH WILL SAVE $7,150 A YEAR ON COAL 
BILLS. 


Engineer John A. Laird’s Paper Before 
the Engineers’ Club on thes New 
Machinery at the Water-Works—The 
Works Will Have a Capacity of 100,-. 
‘000,000 Gallons Daily. a 


John A. Laird, one of the engineers now 
engaged in perfecting the city’s new sys 
of water-works, read the third paper in a 
series on this topic last night Before the 
fortnightly meeting of the Engineers’ Club 
at 1600 Lu ꝛas place. Mr. Laird’s-eubject was 
the New Machinery’ at the works. 

He opened by stating that the Water De- 
partment now had under contract seven 
pumping engines of four different types, the 
aggregate cost of which would amount to 
about $800,002... He then launched into a de- 
talled technical description ofthe different 
engines, giving their cost. capacity. pecullar-_ 
ities of make and comparisons between them 


to be scarcely understood, except by those 
versed in the subject. 

That portion of the paper which could be 
readily appreciated by the citizens, and es- 
pecially the tax-payers, referred to the work 
which some of the engines were expected to 
do when fairly started, and the consequent 
saving to the city in coal bills and other ex- 
penses, which will eventually make the en- 
gines pay for themselves. On this subject 
the speaker sald: 


WILL REST THE ENGINES. 

When the Chain of Rocks and Baden Sta - 
tions are completed the works will 
be able to furnish 100,000,000 gal- 
loons daily with only about two-thirds of 
each plant in operation. Then it 
is proposed to putthe machines on regular 
watches, like the men, only the engines 
will work two-thirds of the time and the 
men one-third. While the engines are rest- 
ing they will be given a thorough overhaul- 


ing, as the marine engines are given while 
they are in port. This will add to their life, 
and it is hoped that it will show an increase 
in the economy of the machines. 

When an engine has stood say two weeks’ 
run, she willbe shut downand one of the 
crews which has been running, will open up 
the pump, take off the cylinder heads, ex- 
amine all packing, bearings; valves, make 
alladjustments and, in short, do just what 
the bullders do before running a duty 
trial. While thig is going on in the engine 
room another gang will open up the boilers, 
give them a thorough cleaning, renew 
grates and other parts where necessary, 
examine all valves, fillings and distribution 
pipes. By this means the entire 
plant will be tuned up to concert 
pitch all the time. Whenever an engine is 
started up after being overhauled steam 
cards will be taken from all the cylinders to 
see that everything is O K inside. 

By carrying out this programme can 
fully, instead of getting best duty on 0 
dullder's test when the engines are new. we 
expect toraise their figures right along for 
some time. Now with a complete set of 
log books, the duty performed by 
every enxine or dattery of bollers 
on any watch may be laid before the chief 
engineer. This gives a check not only on 
the duty that the engines are doing, but on 
the work ofthe men. The fireman who gets 
a high rate of evaporatiuvun will be paid more 
than the one who just manages to make 
steam enough to Keep the eugines going. 
With a system Ike this it will be possible to 
elevate the grades of work in all depart- 


ments. 

**Why should the city spend over a million 
dollars for new machinery of the latest high 
duty type and not have the very highest 
grade of work procurable inthe flre room as 
well as the engine room? The maximum 
efficiency will not be reached ina month or 
perhaps a year, but in a comparatively short 
time it will come. 


THE SAVING MADE. 

This leads naturally to the question of 
how much saving can be expected from the 
use of che High engines. In the first place 
what duty do we get out of the old engines? 


As I Enow of no careful duty trial which has 
deen made 1 can only do the 
next dest thing — find out how 
much coal they burn and reduce it to duty. 
This gives on the high-service engines a little 
over 30,000,000-foot pounds per 100 of coal. 
Assuming 5 pounds of evaporation, which is 
alittle low, we get 65,000, 000 on a 10-pound 
basis. Or reduced to steam, per horse- power 
per hour, we get something like 30 pounds. 

„On the other hand what can we expect 
the new engines to do? I will consider the 
high service, as the ratioof duties of the new 
e will De the same as 
corresponding ratios on high service. It 
would not besafe to take results of twenty- 
four-hour duty trials fora basis of competi- 
tion, and the only figures 1 have 
for comparison® worth considering 
were given me oy Mr. Benzenberg, 
City Engineer of Milwaukeee. He says that 
the north point engine in his city, which is 
similartoour Baden machine, designed by 
the same man and bullt by the same com- 
pany, gives a monthly duty. of 120,000,000 foot 
pounds per 100 pounds of coal without any 
deduction, The coal used is anthracite, and 
gives about 8% pounds evaporation. This 
brings the monthly duty up to 136,000,000 on a 
ten- pound basis. Can we reasonably 
expect as high results onthe Baden ma- 
chines? It would seem so. The water press- 
ure is higher, steam pressure higher and 
clearance spaces a little less on all cylinders. 
Surely it would not De out of the way to ex- 
pect 130,000,000 on a ten- pound basis. 

MONEY SAVED ON COAL. 

‘*Granting this, the coal will be reduced 
one-half, as will also the cost of coal passing 
and handling. Let us suppose we do the 
same work and save one-half of the coal. 


One of the big engines takes fifteen tons of 
coal to a watch of eight hour. 
They will run two-thirds of the time, 
or two watches a day. Then on a 
15,000,000 gallon engine we would save fifteen 
tons per day or 5,475 tons a year. At the 
present contract price for coal this amounts 
to $7,160, This, capitalized at 5 percent, 
‘gives $143,000 which would more than bulld a 
high duty engine, 

At the meeting of the club April 18, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements R. 
K. McMath will present a paper on the 
Quality of the supply,’’ and on May 2 
Robert Moore will discourse on the Problem 
of Fntration.“

TALK OF A STRIKE. 


rh iF 
The Cut Made by the Wabash in Wages 
May Cause Trouble. 


Another railway strike has been threatened 
on account of the Wabash reducing the 
wages ofthe railway trainmen, and if the 
switchmen can be induced to join in with 
those who have a.grievance, there is a prob- 
ability that the Wabash company will have 
more to contend with than it supposed when 
it made the redat ion im the wages of the 


salaried men. 

During the 8 months of 1894 and the 
latter months of 1898 the railroad companies 
centering in St. Louis reduced the sala- 
ries of all employes, save the Wabash, 
which only made a reduction of all em loyes 
who received a fixed salary. of $1 per 
month or over. The road did not reduce the 
wages of trainmen; because it was delle ved 
times would get better. The long looked. for 
business falied to materialize, consequently 
the Wabash, unable. to longer stand the 
stringency, on Monday last issueda circular 
informing all trainmen, conductors, engi- | 
neers, fremen and drakemen, that on aud 
after May 1 their salaries would be cut 10 per 
cent. The circular explained the situation and 
informed employes that old wages would be 
restored as soon as business looked better. 
The members of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors took the matter philosophically, but 
it appears that others have taken exceptions 
tothe cut, and a strike has been talked of 
more or jess. Since the Order of Railway 
Conductors, the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen and Switchmen’s Mutual Ald Asso- 
ciation have become three separate and dis- 
tinct associations, the switchmen claim that 
a strike now would be out of the question, as 
they were not affected by the cut and would 
notjoinin a strike should one be brought 
about. The switchmen claim that no rall- 
road organization could win without their 
afd, arguing that any switchman could run 
a train, but very few trainmen or 
conductors could take their places in the 
yard, The switchmen laugh at the strike 
talk, and the Wabash people are hopeful 
that no trouble will occur, inasmuch as all 
roads in the West made similar reductions 
which were in force during the winter

* STILL UNSETTLED. 


The Horseshoers and Besses Fail 
Agree—Non-Union Men Weaken. 


The strike of the horseshoers for shorter 
hours continues, although several at- 
tempts have been made by the bosses 
and journeymen to com promise 
their differences. The men are 
confident that they will win and the bosses 
are striving to get workmen from other 
President Kelleher of the Journey- 


men’s Union said to-day that thé 
last effort to arrange the differences 
was made last night. The Master Horse- 
Shoers’ Association made us a proposition, 
in which they agreed to accept our terms, 
namely, nine hours for ve days and eight 
hours for Saturdays, on condition that they 
could employ the men for overtime 
and pay them for it. We _ refused 
to accept the condition of overtime, because 
there is a surplus of labor which cannot find 
employment. That is one of the ‘principal 
reasons we went ona strike. If the working 
day is shortened more. men will be 
employed. But it the bosses are permitted 
to heep the men over time, the surplus labor 
will not find room any more than Defore the 
strike. We will wait for the bosses to make 
any otner cffer, which we think they will de- 
fore the end of the week. 

Edward Butler & Son had four men ready 
to go to work at their shop at 110 South Tenth 
street this morning, but a committee of 
strikers were on hand whenthe doors were 
opened, and by their presencs they 
frightened away the non-union men, despite 
the protection of turee police officers. 


THE STATE SCHOOLS. 


Superintendent Wolfe’s Report of the 
Condition of Schools Last Tear. 


The forty-fourth report of the public 
schools of Missouri for the school year end- 
ing June 30, 1893, has been printed. It han- 
dles every phase of public education in the 
State. Supt. L. E. Wolfe pleads for more 
general application of the ideas of Pestalozzi. 


The total school funds amounted to $11,780,- 
775.48, Of which $3,141,538.77 was the State, 
$1, 198. 958. 28 the seminary , and the remainder 
county, township and district school funds. 
The total number of children in the State 
over 6 and under 20 years old is reported to 
be 905,888; male, 432,426; female, 443,412; col- 
ored, 49,108. Receipts were $7,767,440.49; ex- 
penditures, $6,442,992. 44; 1 cash on 
hand July 1. 1893, $1,324,448.05. Teachers’ 
wages consumed 38, 95 4,064.82; buildings, 
etc., $1,475,938. M. and — 5 expenses, $1,012, - 
985.58. Five hundred and twenty-four county 
teachers have attended State normal schools 
ten weeks, 503 twenty weeks, and 696 forty 
weeks. Taree hundred and "fifty: -eight were 
graduates of a normal school, taking the 
two years’ course, and 129 the four years’ 
course. One thousand five hundred and 
sixty-eight have attended college eight 
months, 446 are are and 1.569 have 
attended a nigh s 1 eight mopths. 
One thousand and ninety-five complete 
high school work. Two thousand wo hun- 
dred and twenty -t have at least twenty 
weeks’ training 1 universities, normal 
schools, colleges, academies or high schools. 
The total county enroliment was 612,455, of 
which 207,218 white male, 284,124 white 
female, 15, i44 colored male and 15, 969 colored 
female; 84. 958 of those enrolled were 
over 16 years old, male 28,293, female 25,665. 

The total enrollment in city, town and 
village schools was not noted.
